Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  district  for  the  year  ended  plst  December,  1958. 

The  population,  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  is 
2,320,  precisely  the  same  as  in  1957J  the  births  numbered  37,  an 
increase  of  3 on  1957  and  the  birth  rate  at  15*15  is  rather  lower 
than  that  for  Dngland  and  v/ ales  at  16.40. 

Deaths  numbered  14  (25  in  1957)  and  the  death  rate  at  7*54 
is  lower  than  the  national  rate  at  11.70. 

It  is  very  pleasing  to  record  no  infantile  deaths  during  the 
year  1958,  and  yet  again  no  maternal  deaths  in  the  area;  the  chief 
cause  of  death  was  heart  disease  ( 5) , 4 deaths  from  vascular  lesion 
of  the  nervous  system,  2 deaths  from  the  respiratory  diseases 
including  tuberculosis  and  pneumonia. 

Infectious  diseases  were  absent  from  the  district  during  the 
year  under  review,  apart  from  2 notifications  of  respiratory 
tuberculosis,  which  occurred  in  the  old  R.A.F.  hutments  at  Dalton- 
on-Tees,  one  was  transferred  to  Darlington  on  the  family  being 
rehoused  by  that  Corporation. 

The  statistical  information  detailed  above  shows  that  1958 
was  a very  satisfactory  year  in  the  area.

Station  at  Richmond  which  has  a staff  of  one  Driver/Foreman,  one 
Shift  Leader  and  5 Driver/Attendants,  and  covers  the  districts  of 
Richmond  Borough,  Rural  Districts  of  Richmond,  Croft,  Reeth  and 
Startforth.

The  work  of  vaccination  and  immunisation,  together  with  the 
advice  spread  by  those  working  in  the  Public  Health  Service,  Doctors, 
Nurses,  Inspectors  etc.,  must  all  have  a beneficial  effect  on  the 
general  health  of  the  community.

The  public  health  worl:  in  the  district  has  been  carried  out  as 
usual  and  I now  express  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Collins  , the  Public  Health 
inspector  and  Mr.  Warde,  ..ssistant  Public  Health  Inspector , for  their 
kind  co-operation  at  all  times  and  for  the  remainder  of  this  report 
which  they  have  compiled. 

Social  C onditions  and  Employment . 

The  area  is  primarily  an  agricultural  one  'with  scattered  sand 
and  gravel  quarries. 

There  is  a disused  war-time  R.A.F.  Station  with  hutted  sites 
adjacent,  some  of  which  are  occupied,  by  squatters  as  temporary  housing 
quarters;  special  reference  to  this  is  made  later  in  the  report. 

There  was  little  change  in  the  general  level  of  employment  in 
agriculture  and  other  industries  in  the  area.  Many  of  those  Resident 
in  the  area  continued  to  look  to  Darlington  for  employment  where 
opportunities  of  jobs,  particularly  for  unskilled  workers,  was 
slightly  less  favourable  than  in  previous  years. 

Ex i st  in g .7a ter  Supply . 

(a)  Barton. 

The  parish  of  Barton  is  supplied  by  a private  undertaker  and 
details  of  the  supply  have  been  mentioned  in  previous  reports.  It  has 
also  been  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  in  so  far  as  samples  have 
indicated,  after  rain  fall,  high  counts  of  faecal  coli.  Similar 
samples  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  again  revealed  high  counts  of 
faecal  coli  and  a further  survey  was  made  in  an  attempt  to  trace 
the  source  of  the  pollution,  without  success. 

The  Council,  at  their  meeting  in  January,  approached  the 
Richmond  Rural  District  Council  regarding  an  alternative  supply  of 
water  to  Barton,  and  accordingly  arrangements  for  an  extension  of 
the  Richmond  Rural  District  water  supply  from  Melsonby  to  connect 
into  the  existin^  water  mains  at  Barton  with  an  extension  to  Newton 
Morrell  was  approved  by  both  Councils’.  The  Minister  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  has  agreed  to  this  arrangement  including  the 
making  by  Richmond  Rural  District  Council  of  a fringe  order  under 
Section  113  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

(b)  Bryholme. 

In  previous  reports  the  hamlet  of  Eryholme , comprising  10 
houses  has  been  indicated,  with  other  outlying  parts  of  parishes, 
as  having  no  mains  supply.  The  hamlet  is  served  by  a well  with  a 
hand  pump  and  is  known  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

The  Owners  of  the  Estate  surrounding  the  hamlet  have  recently 
put  down  a bore  to  supply  some  of  the  farms  and  arrangements  have 
been  made  with  the  Estate  Companjr  for  a piped  water  supply  to  be 
brought  to  the  houses. 

The  bore  hole  supply  referred  to  above  is  sufficient  and  whole- 
some. 
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(c)  Over  Dinsdale. 

At  Over  Dinsdale  the  Estate  Company  have  a private  supply  which 
crosses  the  River  Tees  (from  Tees  Valley  Water  Board  mail}.  During 
the  year  the  main  was  fractured  and  for  some  time  occupiers  of  property 
had  difficulty  in  obtaining  water. 

General. 


The  greater  part  of  the  rural  district  is  in  the  statutory  area 
of  the  Tees  Valley  Water  Board  which  includes  the  parishes  of  Cliff e 
and  Manfield,  Cleasby,  Stapleton  and  part  of  Croft;  these  undertakers 
also  give  a bulk  supply  to  the  Council  to  serve  part  of  Dalton.  Rapt 
of  the  parishes  of  Croft  and  Barton  are  served  by  private  mains  from 
the  Richmond  Rural  District  and  cart  of  Girsby  parish  by  orivate 
mains  from  Northallerton  Rural  District. 

In  the  parishes  of  Newton  Morrell  and  Over  Dinsdale  as  well  as 
outlying  parts  of  other  parishes  there  is  no  mains  supply  and  the 
houses  are  served  by  springs,  wells  and  bore  holes. 


Quan ti t.y  and  Purity  of  Water. 


The  mains  supplies  from  the  statutory  undertakers  are  satisfactory 
in  both  quantity  and  quality.  The  results  of  samples  of  water  taken 
for  bacteriological  examination  are  as  fallows.

15  samples  were  taken  of  the  Barton  water  supply , of  these  one 
was  Class  II  and  1 4 were  Class  IV. 


5 samples  were  taken  from  various  private  premises . in  the. area 
of  which  ail  were  Class  IV.  These  samples  were  taken  from  a farm 
house  and  private  houses,  the  Owner  in  the  case  of  one  of  them  has 
been  advised  to  connect  to  a public  main  and  in  one'  other  case  an 
alternative  private  supply  is  to  be  tapped.  In  c'onnection  with  the 
fare  house,  efforts  are  being  made  to  obtain  an  alternative  supply 
of  water. 

Proposed  schemes. 


During  the  year,  as  previously  reported , schemes  were  being  got 
out  for  an  extension  of  an  estate  supply  to  Eryholme  (hamlet)  and 
when  the  alternative  supply  from  Richmond  is  made  for  the  village 
of  Barton  an  extension  may  be  made  to  Newton  Morrell. 

S ewerage  & Sewage  Disposal . 

The  villages  of  Barton  and  Stapleton  have  each  combined 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  systems.  At  Cleasby,  Eryholme,  Manfield 
and  Dalton  there  are  combined  sewers  which  discharge  without  proper 
treatment  to  ditches.  In  the  remaining  parishes  of  Newton  Morrell, 
Cliff e,  Girsby,  and  Over  Dinsdale,  .no  public  sewer  is  available, 
although  there  ape  only  a few  scattered  dwelling  houses  in  these 
parishes.  In  all  the  parishes  many  houses  have  their  own  cesspools, 
some  v/ith  filters,  about  which  no  complaints  have  been  received. 

The  Council  periodically  flush  and  clean  sewers  and  tanks  at  Barton 
and  Stapleton  and  the  combined  sewers  at  Manfield  and  Dalton. 

The  village  of  Croft  is  served  by  a Sewerage  and  Sewage  Works 
which  was  completed  on  the  15th  October,  1954*  The  total  'number  of 
properties  served  by  the  sewer  is  88  of  which  75  are  connected  to  the 
sewer. 


The  temporary  housing  sites  at  Croft  and  Dalton  (disused  R.A.F. 
hutments)  are  properly  drained,  7.Cs  being  provided  in  all  hutments 
and  two  modern  Sewage  Disposal  Works  are  maintained  by  an  Attendant 
appointed  by  the  Council  (as  Agent  for  the  Ministry  of  Health). 

The  Council  do  not  undertake  the  emptying  of  private  cesspools 
in  the  area  but  on  request  arrangements  are  made  for  the  hire  of  the 
Darlington  Rural  District  Council’s  machine  which  carries  out  this 
work  at  an  hourly  charge  of  21/-d 

Proposed  Scheme. 

Barton  Sewerage  & Sewage  Disposal . 

In  1956  the  Council  received  a letter  from  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  indicating  their  willingness  to  consider 
the  above  scheme  estimated  to  cost  £15,300.  Particulars  of  the  scheme 
were  advertised  and  application  for  consent  to  raise  a loan  was  made. 
In  1957  the  Ministry’s  Inspector  visited  Barton  to  investigate  the 
scheme. 

During  1958  negotiations  continued  in  connection  with  the 
access  road  to  the  Works  and  the  Consultant  has  indicated  that 
tenders  should  be  available  and  a start  made  in  1959* 

Manfield  Sewerage  & Sewage  Disposal. 

The  Consultant’s  detailed  report  has  still  not  been  received  in 
connection  with  the  above.  A preliminary  report  indicating  the 
estimated  cost  to  be  in  the  region  of  £8,200  was  accepted  in  1948. 

Cleasby,  Stapleton  and  Dalton  Sewerage  & S ewage  Disposal. 

Preliminary  reports  were  received  and  accepted  for  these 
schemes  in  1*948  and  the  estimated  costs  were  then  £7s950  and  £7,800. 
and  £3,300  respectively. 

No  further  instructions  have  been  given  regarding  the  preparation 
of  detailed  reports  and  final  plans  etc. 

Closet  Accommodation . 

During  the  year  10  privies  were  converted  into  W.Cs  as  compared 
with  8 in  1957.  The  Council  do  not  pay  a grant  towards  the  cost  of 
W.C.  conversions. 

In  1953  the  Council  considered  a report  from  their  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  regarding  a suggestion  that  grants  be  made  towards  - 
closet  conversions.  The  Council  decided  not  to  make  contribution 
under  Section  47  (4)  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1938. 

Scavenging. 


Public  scavenging  is  carried  out  in  the  parishes  of  Croft, 
Barton,  Newton  Morrell,  Cleasby,  Cliffe,  Manfield,  Dalton,  Gryholme 
and  Stapleton  every  fortnight,  while  in  the  parish  of  Over  Dinsdale 
it  is  carried  out  once  a month. 

The  total  cost  during  the  year  was  £934. 

The  temporary  housing  sites  in  the  parishes  of  Croft  and 
Dalton  are  scavenged  once  a week  by  the  same  Contractor  at  an 
inclusive  cost  of  1/4-g-d  per  bin  which  are  supplied. 

There  are  no  refuse  tips  belonging  to  the  Council  in  the  area, 
the  Contractor  has  to  find  his  own  means  of  disposal  and  is  tipping 
at  Stapleton  on  a private  tip. 

Ma intenance  of  Council  Sewage  Works. 

The  Council  employs  one  man  to  deal  with  the  temporary  housing 
sites  at  Croft  and  Dalton.  This  person  makes  daily  visits  to  the 
new  Pumping  Station  at  Croft  and  does  other  maintenance  works  as 
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required  in  the  various  parishe-s. 

The  emptying  of  the  Council's  tanks  attached,  to  other  Sewage 
Works  in  the  area  are  carried  out  regularly  by  the  hiring  of  a 
cesspool  emptier  from  the  Darlington  Rural  District  Council,  Thi.s  is 
available  as  required. 

Rivers  and  Streams , R iver  Pollution  Prevention. 

During  the  year  the  Wear  and  Tees  River  Board,  who  are  responsible 
for  the  prevention  of  pollution  of  the  rivers  and  streams  in  the  area 
have  continued  to  work  in  close  co-operation  with  the  department. 

Copies  of  analyses  of  effluents  from  the  Council's  works  where  they 
are  likely  to  affect  the  rivers  and  streams  are  sent  to  us  periodically. 
The  Pollution  Officer  of  the  Wear  and  Tees  River  Board  is  kept  advised 
as  to  the  position  regarding  our  new  schemes  for  sewage  and  sewerage 
disposal  and  of  any  improvements  carried  out  to  our  existing  works. 

In  1956  the  beck  at  Barton  overflowed  and  caused  flooding  to  some 
five  houses.  The  Council’  considered  a report  from  the  Engineer  of_the 
Wear  and  Tees  River  Board  regarding  the  cost  of  preventative  measures. 
This  was  considered  prohibitive  and  the  riparian  owners  were  asked  to 
clean  out  this  part  of  the  beck  themselves.  ITo  flooding  was  reported 
during  1958.
